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Environmentally friendly green walls taking root in building design

The next big thing in green building design 
might be to turn an existing idea on its side. 

PNC Financial Services Group Inc. recent- 
ly installed a green wall the size of two tennis 
courts on one side of its headquarters. 

Like green roofs— their perpendicular coun- 
terparts— green walls are covered in vegetation 
and provide the benefits of natural insulation 
and removal of air pollutants. PNC, which pro- 
vides banking and wealth management services, 
estimates it will be 25 percent cooler behind the 
wall than the ambient summer temperatures. 

Green walls also can be visually engaging. 

The PNC wall features more than 15,000 
ferns, sedums, brass buttons and other plants 
that create a swirling pattern of varying hues 
of green above the company’s logo. They 
are divided among hundreds of 2-by-2-foot 
aluminum panels that were anchored onto

the building’s frame after part of the granite 
facade was removed. 

“We wanted to add greenery to an area that 
didn’t have any. ... We really view the green 
wall as public art,” said Gary Saulson, head of 
corporate real estate for PNC. 

Steven Peck, president of Green Roofs for 
Healthy Cities, a Toronto industry association, 
said interest in green walls is growing, though 
the group does not keep statistics. He esti- 
mates green roof installations have increased 
at about 30 percent a year over five years. 

Green Living Technologies LLC of 
Rochester, N.Y., designed the wall at PNC. 
Chief Executive George Irwin said the com-

pany also has installed walls in New York City, 
L.A., Chicago and Seattle. 

PNC bills its green wall as the largest in 
North America. The wall covers nearly 2,400 
square feet. PNC officials declined to give a 
precise estimate of its cost. Irwin said that on 
average green walls cost about $100 to $125 a 
square foot. 

The structure at PNC requires only 15 min- 
utes a week of watering during peak growing 
season—less in winter—provided through 
the building’s plumbing system. 

Green Living says that each of the roughly 
600 panels at the PNC headquarters can off- 
set the carbon output of one person a day. 

Green Living got into the market several 
years ago after trying to devise a solution for 
a customer who wanted a green roof on a 
steeply pitched building. The walls can also 
be installed inside buildings.

University, showed how common resources— 
forests, fisheries, oil fields or grazing lands—can 
be managed successfully by the people who use 
them, rather than by governments or private 
companies. 

“What we have ignored is what citizens can do 
and the importance of real involvement of the 
people involved—versus just having somebody 
in Washington ... make a rule,” Ostrom said. 

Williamson, an economist at the University 
of California, Berkeley, focused on how firms 
and markets differ in the ways that they resolve 
conflicts.

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What’s up with the 
the Howard station? 


Was this a facelift gone wrong? Despite a massive recent makeover, 
the Howard station—which connects the Red, Yellow and Purple 
Lines —is showing flaws, according to riders who wrote to “Going 
Public.” 

In March, the CTA finished station renovations, which included 
improving accessibility for the disabled, a stationhouse overhaul and 
remodeled platform areas, among other modifications. But riders say 
the station, which logged 1.9 million rides last year, has reverted to its 
pre-beautification state. 

In one instance, a rider complained a pedway didn’t connect to the 
station. CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said the CTA is in talks with 
the private developer of the adjacent parking garage to determine ways 
to improve the connection between the garage and the station. Other 
riders wrote to “GP” about pigeon droppings and the lack of Purple 
Line trains. 
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Make the connection 

I’m wondering why the raised, covered pedway bridge from the 
Gateway shopping center does not actually connect to the Howard 
station? It feeds into the second floor of the parking garage, where you 
have to descend one flight of stairs, go around a corner and then up two 
flights of stairs to get to the CTA entrance lobby. 

It’s especially frustrating because there is a window wall in the side 
of the parking garage that looks into the Howard station at the mez- 
zanine level. It appears that the mezzanine level’s only reason to exist is 
to connect to the pedway, at which it fails.

CTA BUDGET FORECASTS SERVICE CUTS, FARE HIKES FOR 2010

Fares climbing to as high as $3 a ride, waits of up 
to ahalf-hour to board crowded buses and trains, 
and more than 1,100 CTA employee layoffs will 
be needed to help dig out of a projected $300 
million hole in the CTA’ $1.3 billion budget for 
2010, Officials said Monday. 

The hardships confronting commuters will 
start Feb. 7 unless increases in public subsidies 
or major concessions by CTA unions develop in 
the next month or so, officials said. 

The dire warnings set the stage for yet anoth- 
er transit “doomsday.” But riders have faced such 
threats before without seeing massive cuts or 
huge fare increases implemented. 

Many commuters also said they remain skep- 
tical of assertions by CTA executives that the 
agency has eradicated wasteful spending. 

Ashley Aponte, 20, wondered whether a $3 
train ride, which is 75 cents more than the current 
rail fare, was the CTA’s way of persuading people 
to buy more cars, which, ironically, would boost 
local sales tax revenue to the transit agency. 

“At that rate, you might as well pay for gas,” 
said Aponte, who lives on the South Side. 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez acknowl- 
edged Monday that the way things are going, “we 
are discouraging people from riding our system.” 
But Rodriguez noted it costs the CTA an aver- 
age of $7 to provide each ride. 

And even though CTA officials last week iden- 
tified $122 million in internal cuts in next year’s 
budget, that still leaves a $178 million deficit. 

A chunk of that deficit could be made up by 
repealing the free rides program that former Gov. 
Rod Blagojevich offered to senior citizens last 
year. Free rides were later expanded to include 
low-income disabled people, disabled military vet- 
erans and active military personnel in uniform. 

The free rides will cost the CTA $30 million 
this year, and they are expected to double next

year, Rodriguez said. 

But Rodriguez and new CTA Board Chairman 
Terry Peterson said they have no plans to ask 
Gov. Pat Quinn or the General Assembly to 
return to a reduced-fare system for riders who 
now receive free rides. 

That leaves other passengers to shoulder more 
than $83 million in fare hikes. 

Under the proposed new budget, the regu- 
lar bus fare would increase 25 cents, to $2.50. 
Express bus and all rail fares would jump to $3 
from $2.25 now. Most unlimited-ride passes also 
are slated to get more expensive, including the 
30-day pass, rising to $110 from $86. 

Transfers would remain 25 cents. But riders 
who use the CTA smart fare cards, the Chicago 
Card or the Chicago Card Plus, who now pay a 
discounted $2 bus fare, would pay the full $2.50. 

Some 110 of the CTA’s 150 bus routes would 
provide less frequent service under the belt- 
tightening plan, and riders could expect average 
waiting times to at least double. 

“Customers may be less likely to have a seat,” 
Rodriguez said. 

Hours of operation would be reduced on 41 
bus routes, generally in the early morning and 
late night. Each would lose 25 minutes to about 
three hours of service a day, with a few routes 


to Oak Park easily.”

even more. 

Express bus service would no longer be avail- 
able on nine routes: X3, X4, X9, X20, X49, X54, 
X55, X80 and 53AL. 

Rodriguez blamed the budget crisis on a pro- 
jected 30 percent decline in anticipated tax rev- 
enue next year. The CTA depends on sales taxes 
and Chicago’s real estate transfer tax to provide 
about half of its operating revenue. 

The Regional Transportation Authority origi- 
nally estimated that the CTA would receive 
about $710 million in public funding next year, 
but it was later reduced to $497 million because 
of the weak economy. 

Peterson, who has been the CTA board's pres- 
ident less than a week, told the Tribune editorial 
board Monday that he and Rodriguez will make 
the rounds in Springfield on Thursday to “tell the 
story how we got” in financial trouble again. 

But he appeared to back off from earlier state- 
ments last week that he would seek more tax 
revenue for the CTA. Instead, Peterson said he 
would focus on “legislative relief and some union 
concessions.” 

From state lawmakers, he said, the CTA needs 
more flexibility to transfer money designated 
for building projects and buying new buses and 
trains to shore up the operating budget. 

The CTA shifted $128 million from its capital 
budget to the operating budget this year, and it 
plans to transfer $90 million next year, said Karen 
Walker, the agency’s chief financial officer. 

Rodriguez and Peterson expressed optimism 
that the CTA’s unions, which have negotiated 
annual salary increases of 3.5 percent a year over 
the next twoyears built into their contracts, would 
agree to concessions during upcoming talks. 

Non-union CTA employees will be required 
to take up to 18 unpaid days in 2010, on top ofa 
four-year-old wage freeze, resulting in a net loss 
in salary of ro percent, Rodriguez said.

Preparing people to lead extraordinary lives 
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Marathon runners face 
increased risk of illness 
this week, expert says

If you ran the Bank of America Chicago 
Marathon on Sunday, don’t be surprised ifyou 
feel a cold coming on this week. Marathoners 
are six times more likely to get sick during 
the week after a race compared to those who 
didn’t trash their immune systems, according 
to exercise immunologist David Nieman of 
Appalachian State University. 

Nieman, who has pounded out 58 mara- 
thons and ultra-marathons, has found that the 
immune cells are temporarily impaired after 
heavy exertion that lasts longer than 75 to 90 
minutes. So while moderate exercise has been 
shown to have a protective effect, something 
as intense as a 26.2-mile marathon may cre- 
ate an open window of “immune dysfunction” 
that can last between three and 72 hours, he 
said. During this time, viruses and bacteria

can gain a foothold, increasing one’s risk of 
getting sick. 

Instead of wasting your money on vitamin 
and mineral supplements that haven’t been 
shown to work, Nieman suggests you get 
plenty of sleep and rest, wash your hands and 
eat fruits and vegetables. “The nutrient mix 
in fruits and vegetables is optimal for normal 
immune system function,” he said. 

Also, try to minimize mental stress. “Marital 
discord, work stress, and financial worries in 
and of themselves cause a downturn in immu- 
nity,” said Nieman. “This combined with the 
physiologic stress of the marathon race is a 
one-two punch that can put you down.” 

Unfortunately, many runners deal 
with stress by running. But the general 
rule of thumb is to rest one day for every 
mile in the race you've just finished, said 
runnersworld.com executive editor Mark 
Remy, the author of “The Runner’s Rule 
Book.” 

Twenty six days of rest? For many runners, 
October may be a very long month.

Problems with the electronic chip timing system 
at the 15-kilometer mark in Sunday’s Bank of 
America Chicago Marathon led to 56 disqualifica- 
tions that race organizers said would be reversed. 

Howard Kambara, who handles registration 
and result verification for the marathon, said 
revised results reinstating anyone disqualified 
by the technical glitch would be posted on the 
marathon’s Web site. 

The race has a policy of disqualifying anyone 
who failed to record a time at two or more of the 
11 checkpoints on the 26.2-mile course. That is 
done to prevent runners from cutting part of the 
course to get a faster time. 

Those runners whose times were not recorded 
at two consecutive checkpoints that included the 
one at 15 kilometers (9.3 miles) will have their dis- 
qualifications immediately overturned. 

Paul Farmer, the marathon’s information tech- 
nology director, said evidence points to a mal- 
function in one of the antennas in a timing mat at 
15 kilometers. Approximately 4,000 of the 34,792 
starters did not have a time recorded there. 


Cubs file for 
bankruptcy

The Chicago Cubs filed for bankruptcy 
Monday, a move designed to help the 
Tribune Company transfer the team to 
its new owners, the Ricketts family. 

While bankruptcy typically implies 
debt issues, the Cubs are not in finan- 
cial trouble. Rather its filing is con- 
nected to Tribune Company’s own 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy case that began 
in December. 

The baseball team and related assets 
were left out of Tribune Company’s 
case while the parent of the Chicago 
Tribune was in the process of finding 
a new owner for the franchise. Tribune 
Company, which owns RedEye, put the 
Cubs on the market in 2007, as part of 
a transaction that took the media com- 
pany private. 

Now that Tribune has finalized a deal 
to sell the team to the Ricketts family, it 
is passing the Cubs through bankruptcy 
court to give the new owners comfort 
that the creditors in the original case 
have no claim against the sold company. 
When it filed for bankruptcy, Tribune 
Company was $13 billion in debt. 

The Cubs’ stay in bankruptcy is expect- 
ed to last just one day. The bankruptcy 
judge in the Tribune Company case has 
scheduled a hearing for Tuesday. 

The judge has already approved 
Tribune’s transaction with the Ricketts 
family. Under terms of the deal, the 
Cubs, Wrigley Field and 25 percent of 
Comcast SportsNet Chicago will be 
placed in a limited partnership owned 95 
percent by the Ricketts family. Tribune 
will retain 5 percent in the complex 
structure intended to reduce the sizable 
tax bill that would otherwise accompa- 
ny an outright sale. The Ricketts family 
will contribute $823 million to the part- 
nership. Tribune Company will receive 
about $740 million after taxes and other 
adjustments. 

Once the bankruptcy judge clears the 
Cubs’ bankruptcy case, the Ricketts 
family is expected to close its deal with 
Tribune Company by the end of the 
month.

Al Sharpton, Jesse Jackson say Limbaugh 
shouldn’t be allowed to buy NFL team

ST.LOUIS The Revs. Al Sharpton and Jesse Jackson attacked the bid 
by Rush Limbaugh to buy the St. Louis Rams on Monday, saying 
the conservative radio host’s track record on race should exclude 
him from owning an NFL team. 

Sharpton sent a letter to NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell, 
arguing that Limbaugh has been divisive and “anti- NFL’ in some 
of his comments. 

Jackson said in a telephone interview that Limbaugh had made 
his wealth “appealing to the fears of whites” with an unending line 
of insults against blacks and other minorities. 

“The National Football League has set high standards for racial 
justice and inclusion,” Jackson said. “He should not have the privi- 
lege of owning an NFL franchise—and it is a privilege.” 

Limbaugh shot back at Sharpton on his radio show. 

“Now, this saddens me as well this disappoints me,” he said. “I 
know Rey. Sharpton. Sharpton is better than this. He knows better 
than this. ... I believe in freedom, and I also don’t discriminate.” 

Limbaugh said last week that he is teaming up with St. Louis 
Blues owner Dave Checketts to buy the Rams. He has declined to 
discuss details of the offer, citing a confidentiality agreement. 

In 2003, Limbaugh worked on ESPN’s NFL pregame show. He 
resigned after saying Philadelphia Eagles quarterback Donovan 
McNabb was overrated because the media wanted to see a black 
quarterback succeed. 

Transcripts posted on the radio host’s Web site also say that ona 
January 2007 show, Limbaugh commented: “The NFLall too often 
looks like a game between the Bloods and the Crips without any 
weapons. There, I said it.”

When the going gets tough, the tough 
eat fried chicken and frosting shots 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 


It’s hard to imagine much good coming out of this centu- 


ry’s great recession, which, if you believe the predictions, 


will be just an uncomfortable memory by this time next 


year. But if you think purely in terms of food, it’s not im- 


possible to imagine a silver lining. The Great Depression, 


after all, gave us the Chicago-style hot dog, which got 


its start when street vendors piled on the toppings and 


marketed their dogs as a full meal on a bun. Here’s just a 


sampling of what we’ve gained—or been reintroduced to 


in a big way—since falling on hard times. 


Frosting shots 

We should have seen this one 
coming. The spread of the now 
ubiquitous $4-plus cupcake was 
the harbinger. But if gourmet 
cupcakes are mini-luxuries that 
can make you feel flush even when 
you're down to your last Benjamin, 
frosting shots are the ultimate 
recession splurge. Ditch the cake, 
knock a couple of bucks from the 
price, and what remains? A tiny 
cup of frosting that delivers a little 
hit of happiness. Loop cupcake 
shop Sugar Bliss (115 N. Wabash 
Ave. 312-845-9669) doles out 
chocolate buttercream, vanilla 
buttercream and cream cheese 
frosting shots daily for a buck 
apiece, as well as shots of whatever 
they have on hand to frost the day’s 
cupcakes (cappuccino, strawberry, 
etc.). At the Cupcake Counter (229 
W. Madison St. 312-422-0800), a 
new spot in the Loop, vanilla 
buttercream and chocolate frosting 
shots ($1.25 each) are served up in 
tiny edible cups made of solid dark 
chocolate. 


Corn dogs 

What the Great Depression did 
for the hot dog, this recession 
has done for the corn dog, 
versions of which have snuck 
onto menus alongside $30- 
plus entrees. Why embrace this 
carnie classic in hard times? A 
thick layer of cornmeal batter 
doubles the size of a plain ol 
hot dog without adding much 
to the cost; a hefty corn dog 
will sit in your stomach and 
keep you Satisfied for hours. 
Within the next couple of 
weeks, chef Jared Van Camp 
plans to offer mini-corn dogs 
with house-made smoky 
Wisconsin cheddar links as 

a menu special at Old Town 
Social (455 W. North Ave. 312- 
266-2277). In November, look 
for a rabbit sausage corn dog 
($10) with Honker’s Ale syrup 
for dipping at Hearty 3819 

N. Broadway. 773-244-9866), 
the forthcoming Lakeview 
restaurant from Dan Smith and 
Steve McDonagh. 


Fried dough 

It’s hard to imagine a food with 
lower overhead than fried 

dough (aka globs of unbaked 
bread fried to a golden brown). 
Aside from cost, fried dough 

has two other qualities essential 
in tough times: stick-to-your- 

ribs heartiness and an air of 
indulgence (because who doesnt 
consider a fried bowl of empty 
calories an indulgence?). At Elate 
(111 W. Huron St. 312-202-9900), 
the new restaurant in the Hotel 
Felix, chef Randal Jacobs serves 
little rounds of fried dough ($5) 
as a bar Snack with a side of 
pesto for dipping. At River North 
bar Martini Park (151 W. Erie St. 
312-640-0577), you'll find fried 
dough on the dessert menu 
where its close cousins, fritters 
and beignets, sometimes appear. 
Here, the flash-fried dough ($8) 
is dusted with powdered sugar, 
topped with caramelized Granny 
Smiths and drizzled with warm 
caramel before it’s served ala 
mode.

Fried chicken 

Fried chicken has been an American 
tradition, in good times and in bad, since 
Colonel Sanders was in diapers. So it’s 
not so much that we've seen a lot of 

fried chicken on menus in the last year, 
but rather it’s where we've seen it. Fried 
chicken has made the leap from roadside 
attraction and soul-food staple to fare 

fit for white tablecloths, showing up 
everywhere from Randolph Street’s ritzy 
One Sixtyblue (1400 W. Randolph St. 312- 
850-0303), where chef Michael McDonald 
recently began serving chicken dinners 
($8) in the bar every Wednesday (6-10 
p.m.), to classy Gold Coast spot Eve (840 
N. Wabash Ave. 312-266-3383), where chef 
Troy Graves serves three pieces of fried 
chicken doused in rich crawfish gravy 
over a tasso ham waffle for brunch ($12). 
One Sixtyblue even takes the high-low 
fun one step further, offering glasses of 
Dom Perignon ($25) or Moet & Chandon 
Brut Imperial ($8) alongside the two-piece 
chicken dinner, which includes potato 
wedges, Asian pear slaw, buttermilk drop 
biscuits and tarragon aioli.

There are R. Kelly fans who know the lyrics to 
all his songs, follow him to concerts and throw 
around the term “musical genius” when discuss- 
ing the Chicago R&B star. 

And then there’s Keyonia Jones of the West 
Side. Jones, 24, came to the Cook County 
courthouse each day of R. Kelly’s trial on child 
pornography charges last year. She waited out- 
side to watch the singer enter the courthouse 
and then she viewed the proceedings from the 
spectator rows inside. 

That alone doesn’t make Jones an uberfan. 
There were a few other women who devoted 
themselves to pursuing Kelly around the court- 
house at 26th Street and California Avenue. 
What sets Jones apart is that she named her 
son Robert three years ago. And if she has a 
girl, shell name her Kelly. Another boy? She'll 
call him Sylvester. 

All in the name of Robert Sylvester Kelly, 
whose new album, “Untitled,” was due to drop 
Tuesday but has been pushed back to sometime 
in the winter. R. Kelly’s name is so important 
that Jones had it tattooed on her back after 
the singer was acquitted. His name is framed 
in roses. 

“I’ve been a fan for so long,” Jones told 
RedEye. “He’s mainly my only artist. I really 
don’t think no one could live up to what he 
does.” 

The singer might need superfans like Jones. 
The star, who has a talent for blending hip-hop

and soul with unbridled raunchiness, has been 
flying under the radar since the trial ended 
in June 2008. Though he has laid low in the 
Chicago music scene, Kelly held at least one 
private listening of “Untitled” this summer 
in Chicago. An MTV reporter in attendance 
reported the album features yodeling and 
breakup ballads but no mention of his past 
legal troubles. Through his spokesman, Kelly

declined an interview with RedEye. 

Kelly disciples are known to separate his 
music from his personal life, but some hip-hop 
experts say this album has generated little buzz, 
which may hurt the singer’s longstanding repu- 
tation as a hitmaker. 

“He really needs a big record this time 
around. A lot of the stuff that has been leaked 
so far ... is not really catching on. None of it 
has really popped the way it should have,” said 
Andrew Barber, who runs fakeshoredrive.com, 
a Chicago hip-hop blog. “He’s known to do cut- 
ting-edge records.” 

Barber said he doesn’t expect R. Kelly’s new

album to be a “monumental comeback” for the 
artist but not because of the trial. The singer 
has a “very solid fan base,” especially among 
women, who appreciate his ballads, Barber said. 
In Barber’s estimation, Kelly’s problem is that, 
on this album, he follows trends instead of cre- 
ating new ones, “which is something he’s always 
done,” Barber said. 

Kelly’s obsessive fans, like Jones, say that Kelly 
is known for albums that capture the listener’s 
attention from start to finish. Most stalwart 
fans say they have followed the Chicago-born 
singer since he debuted his first solo album, 
“12 Play,” in 1993. “Bump n’ Grind” off that 
album topped R&B charts for more than three 
months. He followed that up with “I Believe 
I Can Fly” on the “Space Jam” soundtrack in 
1996 and “Ignition” on the “Chocolate Factory” 
album in 2003. 

But for the many highs in his career, there 
have been the many lows in his personal life. He 
allegedly married singer Aaliyah, now deceased, 
in the mid-1990s when she was 15 and he was 27. 
In 2003, he was arrested on child pornography 
charges that were later dropped. In 2006, an ex- 
employee sued Kelly saying the singer assaulted 
him. In 2008, Kelly stood trial on charges he 
had sex with a 14-year-old girl, an act that was 
allegedly caught on videotape. The jury took 
less than a day to acquit Kelly on the 14 counts 
of child pornography. 

Loop resident Mike Compton, who said he’s 

been a Kelly fan since “Space Jam,” said the trial 
and Kelly’s other alleged skirmishes haven't 
affected his fandom. 
“You just really never know what’s true and 
what’s not. If I like the music, I like the music,” 
said Compton, 26, who added that he plans to 
get Kelly’s new album as soon as it comes out.

Kelly has been fairly quiet in the weeks 
and months leading up to the album release. 
He appeared on Jimmy Kimmel’s show in 
September, and he’s granted few interviews. 
He tweets occasionally from the handle 
@kellzodiac but his Twitter fan base of 27,000 
followers doesn’t come close to the e-buzz 
amassed by other celebrities. 

“You type him in YouTube, there’s not really 
anything going on with him,” Compton said. 

No news is not good news for Kelly. The singer 
once famous for salacious sex rumors is now mak- 
ing yawn headlines for brushing off comments 
from Trey Songz calling Kelly an old man. 

Nevertheless, he still is very popular with 
Keyonia Jones, a Robert Morris University 
student who missed school to watch the Kelly 
trial. Jones, who was interested in criminal jus- 
tice before the trial, said Kelly’s acquittal has 
inspired her to be a criminal defense attorney. 

“T found the whole thing unfair,” Jones said. 
“T don’t think that hurt his reputation. If you 
were a fan you're going to be a fan regardless.”
